Richest Man In the World Is at Last 
Bronght Into Conrt and Made to 
Give Testimony

Chicago, .Inly 6.—“.John D. Rco’re- 
Judge K. M. Landis called 
the iiaiue in an oitliuary luattei uf 
lact tone in tiie ieuerai court room 
liere at 10:.>0 o’clock tliis morning, 
but the vvorvis were heard in every 
corner of tlie room, which wars pack­ 
ed to the point of suffocation. 
Then, 
in the midst of a silence that was al­ 
most breathless, the man who is re­ 
puted to be the richest in the world 
arose and walked toward the witness 
chair which he has so long fought 
with all th» i influence of his great 
wealth to avoid. 


Attorneyr, Whispered With Judge. 
As soon a.s Mr. Rockefeller’s iirime 
was 
called 
the 
attorneys for the 
Elandard Oil company madi* ,a united 
descent upon Judge I.andis’s de.sk 
and liegaii a whisjieretl conversation 
with the judge. 
Mr. Rockefeller, mid­ 
way 
ill 
liis 
course to the witness 
chair, stopped indecisively, 
“Sit right still a moment, John,” 


Si» id hi.s hrotlu'iS William Rockefeller, 
and the witness retunieil to the chair 
he had left. 
Mr. Miller and Mr. Rosenthal, at­ 
torneys for the Standard, and Mr. 
Sims, the United Stales district at­ 
torney, and his assislanl. Mr. Wiiker- 
Bou. and A. A. Evldy, Chicago attor­ 
ney liir the Standard, were all lean­ 
ing ov(*r Judge Landis’s df'sk. 
The 
conference si retched 
into 
minutes. 
The low hum of their conversation 
could only just be distinguished by 
the sweltering spectators who sat 
motionless in an elTort to catch even 
a W’ord. 
Finally the matter under discussion 
was sidtled. 
The attorneys resume<l 
the!; seats. 


To the Stand at Last. 
“John D. Rockefeller,” again called 
Judge Landis, and the president of 
StaudarJ Oil left his seat, walked 
slowdy to the witness chair at the 
right of Judge Landis and raised his 
right hand as the clerk aJministered 
the oath “to sw'ear to tell the tvnth, 
the wdiole truth and nothing but tlie 
truth, so lielp you God.” 
“I do.” affirmed 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
distinctly, as the clerk finished. 
!dr. Rockefeller sat dowui, cro.si’i^d 
his legs, leaned hi.s right hand on 
his cane, put his ieft hand on the 
judge’s desk, ami looked intently at 
Jndgti Landis. 
“?*Ir. 
Rockefeller,” 
a s k e d 
Judge 
Lamlfis. “have y(!ii any connection! 
with the Standard Oil company?” 
“I am president of the StandfM'd 
Oil company of New' Jersey,” sai-1 Mr. 
Rockefeller deliberately. 


The Position Honorary, He Said. 
“The position is purely an honor- 
ar.v one. and has been for the last 
eight or ten years." he resniiied 
“I 
have taken no active part in it^ ai* 
fairs during that time.” 
“What is the outstanding capital 
stock of the Standard Oil comnany 
of Ngw Jersey?” asked Judge Landis. 
“01)jecl,” ejaculated Mr. Miller. 
“Overruled,” said Judge Landis 
“ I believe about one hnmlred mil­ 
lion dollars is oiitstan<liiig.” said ]\Tr. 
Rockefeller. 
“I do not 
state this 
definitely. Your Honor,” 
“Yon believe, then, that it is a! out 
one hundred million dollars?” 
“That is my idea.” 


Watched Hin Lawyerjr Closely. 
Mr. Ftockefeiler spoke very delib­ 
erately, iiivariablV looking at bis at­ 
torneys hefofb* answ’erinir Judge I an- 
dis’s que.stions. but listening closely 
to the judge as the latter, leaning 
tow'ard the oil magnate, slowdy enun­ 
ciated his questions. 
“Generally 
speaking.” 
resumed 
Judge I.an lis, after a moment’s hesi­ 
tation. “w'hnt is the business of the 
Puau'Iard Oil company of New* Jer­ 
sey ?“ 
“The producti.m of oil." succintly 
replied 
Mr 
Rockefeller, 
and 
the 
crowd smiled. 


Then Mr. Miller again i)bjecte\l to 
this line of questioning. 
Judge Lan- 
klis listened to him, ovtrruled the ub- 
jectioii, and Mr. Rockefeller resumed 
hi.s answers. 


Not in the Office for Years. 
“Your Honor,” said he, leaning to­ 
ward Judge Landis, “1 have been so 
hnig out of business, so long out of 
this business, that I could not well 
Uiiswer that qquestiuu. 
II is a dozen 
years since I have Tieeii a;'*lively re­ 
lated with its affairs. 
U is eight or 
ten years. Your Hoiit)r, since I liav 
even been in the office at all.” 
“Well, what is your general impres­ 
sion of wiiat the business 
of 
the 
Standard Oil company is?” 
“They have refineries to refine oil. 
This is as near as I can say w'ithout 
a study of the charter.” 
Again came the objection from ^Tr. 
Miller, Mr. Rosenth d joini g. 
Again 
Judge Landis overruled 
the 
objec­ 
tions and proceeded with his que.« - 
tiuning. 
“IX)es the Standard Oil company of 
New Jersey ow'ii stock in the Stand­ 
ard Oil—” 


Again the Objections. 
“Object,” came instantly from Mr. 
Miller. 
He offered lengthy objections 
to the questions of indirect owner- 
sliip in llie coui'iie of w’hich he said 
the government “has a purpose in 
this investigation.” 
“What do you mean by ‘a pur­ 
pose?’ ” asked the court. 
“I liave seen siich statements in 
ilio papers.” 
“1 will say, for the information of 
counsel,” replied the jmlge, “that the 
•goveriimeiii nas 110 part in this par­ 
ticular inquiry. 
It is pertinent for 
tlii‘ court to ¡irosecute this iuvestiga- 
tioii 
to 
obtain knowledge of the 
w'eallli of this corporation.” 
“ Have 
you 
any 
impression, Mr. 
Rockefeller, that the Standard Oil 
I company of New Jersey is interested 
in other refineries than this one you 
have mentioned?” 


His 
Knowledge Very 
Limited. 
“I only know' of Uie opeiation of 
refineries in New Jersey owned by 
tlie Standard Oil company of New 
dt rsey.” 
“Do yon know' of its control of oth- 
e; companies?” 
"I .io not know' 
It may be so.” 
In reply to further questioning the 
witness said that he could not say 
the company had any other hnsiuesa 
than the refining of oil. 
“Yon are rat’aer technical,” he coii- 
cinded. 
i 
“What were the dividejids of the 
Standard Oil company of New' Jer­ 
sey ill 1905?” 
* 
“I caiiiiot say ex actly, lint approx i­ 
mately 
49 per cent.” 
This’ concluded the questions of 
Judge Landis, and District Attorney 
Sims askoi! if the w'itness was famil­ 
iar with'^the circnmslanccs surround­ 
ing the formation of the Standard 
Oil company of Indiana. 


Landis Didn’t Want to Know. 
“I don’t think I carc for that,” said 
.iiulge Landis. 
“What oificers of the 
Standard Oil 
company will he able to 
give me the 
earnings 
of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany lor 1904 01 1905?” 
“I think possibly Mr. Arclibold or 
M;. P rati" 
“Tlial is all for the present,” said 
the court. 
Mr. Rockefeller gazed around in an 
absent 
minded way and was then 
told by a bailiff that he w’as llirongh 
lor the present. 
T h j Truth Ou* a: Last. 
C. M. Prati, secretary of the Stand­ 
ard Oil company, of New’ Jersey, was 
llieii called. 
He w'as questioned re- 
garding the amount of dividends paid 
by the company and w'as then asked 
i< the Standard Oil company of New' 
Jersey ownied the stock of the Stand­ 
ard Oil compaii,. in Indiana. 
He said 
it did. 
“How much of it?” 
"A large proportion of it.” 
“Is the stock of the Union Tank 
Line comptuiy owned by the Standard 
Oil company of New Jersey?” 
“In a large mea.snre, yes s i r ” 
“Do 
yon 
recall 
how 
large 
an 
amount ?” 
“I cannot say ex actly.” 


This concluded the testimony of 
Ml*. Pratt. 


A Motion Quickly Overruled. 
Judge Landis called the Slaiidard 
case at 10:27 o’clock. 
Attorney John 
S. Miller for the Standard Oil com­ 
pany then aniionnced that Mr. Rock­ 
efeller .and other w'itnesses sunimon- 
ed by the court were present and pre­ 
pared to answ'er the questions of the 
court, 
Mr. Miller then entered a mo­ 
tion in arrest of judgment in the 
case. 
“Overruled,” 
said 
Judge 
Landis 
shortly, 
Fred 
A. 
Waun 
former general 
freight agent of the Chicago & Alton 
railroad during the time covered by 
the iiidictmeiit, w’as the first w’itness 
called. 
He was asked by Judge Lan­ 
dis if he had given any in struct ions 
that the rate on oil hetw’een Chicago 
and East St. Louis should ajiijly \:a 
Whiling, Ind. 
He declared that he 
had no personal recollection of such 
instructions. 
The judge asked sev­ 
eral additional questions, all of w'hich 
were objected to by Mr. Miller, who 
was promptly overrnied. 
bl. E. Felton, president of the Un­ 
ion Tank line, w'as then called. Judge 
Landis asked if he knew anything of 
the payment of money by the Union 
''I'ank line to the Alton for the lime 
covered in the trial. 
“We paid three-quarters of a cent 
a mile on loaded 
and 
empty cars 
alike,” said Mr. Felton. 
“Are yon sure you 
paid 
it 
on 
tmpty cars?” asked the judge. 
“That is my best recollection.” 
“Do yon know w'hether or not the 
stock of the Union Tank IJne com­ 
pany is owmod by any other compa­ 
ny?” 
“The major part of its 
stock is 
owned by the Standard Oil company 
of New Jersey.” 
“Do yon know what the outstand­ 
ing stock of the Standard Oil com­ 
pany of New' Jersey ¿s?” 
“No, sir.” 
The nex t witness aftbr 
Mr. Pratt 
was E. M. Stanton, of the car depart­ 
ment of the Chicago and Alton. 
“Can yon tell me what moneys w'oro 
paid by the Standard 
Oil company 
and the Union Tank Line company to 
the Chicago and Alton?” 
Before the witness could reply Mr. 
Rockefeller rose from his 
seat 
and 
w'alked tow'ard the gate loading from 
the court room to the chambers of 
Judge Landis, it being evidently liis 
intention to leave the room. lie had 
partially opened the 
gate 
when it 
W'as pushed back against him liy the 
bailiff. Mr. Rockefeller took his re­ 
pulse meekly and 
returned 
w’ithont 
protest to his seat. 
Mr, Stanton, replying to the ques­ 
tion of Judge Landis, 
said 
that he* 
could not give the information. 
The attorneys 
011 both sides then 
entered into a 
long 
discussion re­ 
garding rates and tariffs. 
When it 
W'as concluded Judge Landis asked of 
the attorneys for the defense: 
“Do .von gentlemen desire to intro­ 
duce any evidence in this car/?” 
“Absolutely nothing,” replied 
Mr. 
Rosenthal, of counsel for the compa­ 
ny. 
“The court 
w'oiild 
suggest.” 
said 
Judge Landis, “tha« the defense take 
evi*ry care to see that such evidence 
as may seem of importance to the de 
tense should be submitted. I desire 
to ex tend every facility to the defend­ 
ant.” 
“The defense w’ill take the sugges­ 
tion under 
advisement,” 
said 
Mr. 
Rosenthal, “and will inform the court 
later as to its intentions.” 
“By Monday morning?” inquired tli^ 
court. 
“ Yes, sir.” 
This ended the investigation, and 
the judge promptly 
left 
the bench 
w'hile the court room was being clear­ 
ed. 
Mr, Rockefeller, attended 
by his 
counsel. William Rockefeller, .Tohn D. 
Archbold and the other Standard Oil 
officers, left the room, going through 
the chambers of Judge Landis. 
No formal announcement w'as made 
that the 
inquiry 
w'as 
ended, 
but 
Judge Landis said immediately after 
the adjournment that 
the investiga­ 
tion was concluded, as far as he was 
concerned and 
that 
the 
witnesses 
w ere discharged. 
Crowd Fought to Get in. 
An hour before the usual hour of 
opening of court a crow’d of people 
gathered in the hall way outside of 
the court room, packing the narrow 
hallway to the point of suffocation, 
a squad of deputy marshals 
and a 
detail of police officers w'ere placed 
along the hall and before the door- 
w’ay of the court rootn. The police 
anwd deputy marshals time and again 
W'ere compelled 
to 
use 
strenuous 


measures to hold the crowd in check. 
The insistence 
of 
the 
would-be 
spectators was 
so 
great, 
liow'ever, 
that the police W'ore 
nearly 
sw’ept 
troni their feet by the constant surg­ 
ing and pressure. The jam arouud the 
door when it w'as opened 
at 
9:40 
o’clock W'as terrific. The majority of 
the spectators were 
in 
and seated 
when Mr. Rockefeller made an ap­ 
pearance at the end of the hall, 
at­ 
tended by a few' friends and his coun­ 
sel. 
A passageway was opened for 
him by the police 
and 
he 
w'alked 
slowly down the hall 
tow’ard 
the 
courtroom, the crow’d closing in be­ 
hind Iiim, eager to catch a glimpse 
of the so-called richest man in the 
w'orld. 
Mr. Rockefeller w'as show’n to a 
seat to the left of the judge’s desk. 
His presence in the court room w'as 
almost unnoticed by the 
spectators 
until ho was well up the aisle. 
Then 
-a buzz w’cnt up from the sweltering 
crowd packed in the 
rear 
of 
the 
room, and a rustle and movement as 
each one tried to get a glimpse of 
tlie oil mgnate. There W'as 110 demon­ 
stration, liow’ever. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
looked curiously around him 
for a 
moment as he settled in his seat and 
then commenced a w'hispered conver­ 
sation with one of his attorneys. 
"Are you comfortable 
here. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller,” asked Marshal Hoy. 
“Perfectly, thank 
you,” answ'ered 
I the oil magnate. 
GuarHs for Mr. Rockefeller. 
Because of the interest 
that 
had 
been aroused over Mr. Rockefeller’s 
appearance, attaches of 
the federal 
building anticipated that 
a 
crowd 
would seek admittance to the court 
room. There are accommodations in 
tlie court room for four hundred, in­ 
cluding all the law'yers interested in 
the case. 
Marshal 
Hoy 
had men scattered 
throughout the building, w'hile gov- 
^rnnieut secret service agents 
w'ere 
also stationed alKnit, so as to guard 
against any possil)le attempt to In­ 
jure Mr. Rockefeller. 
The filial acceptance by Mr. Rocke 
feller of the subpoena issued for him 
by Judge Landis and hfs agreement 
to appear in court today marks the 
culniiiiation of an ex citing series of 
events in Standard Oil litigation and 
the final chapter of spectacular search 
for the oil inngnnte. When the I-nited j 
States government last 
August se­ 
cured the indictment of the Standard 
Oil companv of Indiafia 
for 
hnviiig 
accepted reliales from 
the 
Chicago i 
and Alton railroml. neither the Unit- ^I 
ed 
States, distiict 
attorney, 
Mr 
Sims, noi- attorneys reiiresening the 
I Standard 
Oil 
interests 
antici!>ated ; 
that Mr. Rockefeller would ever be ^ 
called as a wdtness in the case. 
Judge Landis is enipow’ered to fix | 
the fine at anv sum between $1,000 * 
and $20.000 for each count, of wliich 
th(*re were 1,402 in Hie indictment. 
Tlins the max iniuni fine is $29,240.- 
000, but as the capital stock of the [ 
Indiana comjiany is only one million 
dollars, 
the 
supreme 
court 
might 
deem the max imum fine as falling in 
the class of cruel ad minsiial punish­ 
ment, prohibited by the constitution. 
If it is shown, liow'cver, that the In­ 
diana coniiiany is mere subsidiary to 
the New’ Jersey concern, with a capi­ 
tal of 100 million dollars, no such 
appeal conld lie made. 
“ In the Clouds With His God.” 
fvirs. Harold F. McCormick, daugh­ 
ter of John D. Rockefeller, discussed 
today her father’s visit to Chicago. . 
“My father is a much persecuted 
man,” said Mrs, McCormick. 
“It ap­ 
pears the most remarkable, inasmuch 
as he is not an enemy to anybody in 
the world. 
He is one of the most 
genial, great hearted men 
in 
this 
wiiole world. 
He lives in the clouds 
w’itli liis God rather than with the 
worldly things. 
It is 
his 
greatest 
pleasure to promote happiness among 
iliose w'ith whom he comes in con- 
i tact. 
I 
“The new’spaper men w’ho follow’ ’ 
the Rockefeller family so much do 
not aiinov ns; that w'ould be a wrong 
impression. 
My father thinks highly 
of the men who make the new’spapers. 
and numbers many of them among 
bis friends. 
He like^ to talk to them. 
The 
distasteful 
feature 
of 
the 
publicity is its dealing with personal 
things—family matters. 
“I a ppr e c i a t e t he f a c t t ha t t he pub­ 


lic t a k e s a g r e a t i n t e r e s t in m y f a the r. 
I think possibly the public 
has 
a 
right to know the things that it asks 
to know’ about him. 
He enjoys con­ 
versation and likes to have an au­ 
dience.” 
, 
“ Will yonr father give out an in­ 
terview' on general topics, do you be­ 
lieve?” asked the interviewer. 
Mrs. M c C o r m i c k 's aiisw’e r w’a s d i­ 


re ct. 
“About the last thing, just before 
he is ready to leave, it appears quite 
probable to me that he w’ill talk to 
the new’spaper men if he is not too 
tired,” she said.

A.ny right, therefore, to 
which the saloon keeper lays claim 
is a ilelegated one. 
He cannot claim 
it as inhereiit; he cannot claim it 
under the constitution; 
he cannot 
Chiiim it as part of the common law’; 
he cannot claim it as coming from 
God. 
It is given to him for a price 
by society and the principle upon 
which society grants 
or 
delegates 
the right to keep a saloon by one of 
il.s members is ex actly the principle 
which one w’onld be compelled to 
urge as a justification of suicide. 
Normal society with normal regu­ 
lation of its members by law' does

to sho w any fear of the so rt but ap­ 
pears to be 
mainly 
co ncerned 
in 
getting as many aliens as can be in­ 
duced to go to that sectio n. TJndoubt- 
edly it trusts to federal laws and su­ 
pervisio n to k eep o ut the undesira­ 
bles. 
This phase of the mater has great 
interest as sho wing that the co untry 
is still far within the limits which it 
may be advisable to set as regards 
the admissio n of the right k ind of

Fro m Massachusetts, 
the 
land of 
the sacred codfish, co mes a demand 
fo r a reductio n of the tariff o n pea­ 
nuts. The Bo sto n Transcript vo ices 
the demand. Peanuts are no lo nger a 
lux ury, says o ur co ntempo rary. They 
are a necessity. They are “the staple 
fo r almo st every gathering fo r enter­ 
tainment fro m the Sunday scho o l pic 
nic to the fo ur ringed circus.” Com­ 
mercial statistics tell the sto ry. 
In 
3889 there were 204,000 acres devo ted 
to peanut culture. In 1899 the area 
had increased to 517,000 acres. There 
is no reco rd o f the increase o f acre­ 
age since 1899, hut undo ubtedly there 
has been a co nsistent Increase. 
The 
demand o f the ho me mark et is great­ 
er than the do mestic supply. 
“In 1900 o ur peanut impo rts amo unt­ 
ed to less than $6,000, whereas in 
the year abo ut to end it will he o ver 
a millio n,” says the Transcript. “The 
prices o f.peanuts in the fo reign mar­ 
k ets have advanced mo re than 200 
per cent. Africa and the East Indies 
are the principal so urces o f supply. 
Co nsidering the peanut as a nece.ssl- 
ty o f o ur so cial ex istence and the in­ 
crease in prices that prevails abro ad, 
might it no t be well in any near re 
visio n of the tariff to treat it as har­ 
ing o utgro wn the infant class?”

o ther 
wo rds, 
Massachusetts 
wants free peanuts w'hile 
pro tecting 
the sacred codfish fro m its Newfo und 
land rival.

Not long ago there died in New 
York Samu el Du nlap, an octogenari­ 


an, who, althou gh he cou ld have any 
day wu 'itteii a check for a million, 
and yet have remained rich, lived for 
forty years, with 
a 
hou sekeeper as 
sole attendant, on the expenditu re— 
apart from drink—of a workingman, 
says Tid-Bits. 
Du ring all this long period he was 
only known to pu rchase one su it of 
clothes, a cheap pair of gray trou sers 
and two top coats. He had fou r straw 
hats in sixteen years and for the last 
of them he paid a shilling. 
Mrs. Ealden, his hou sekeeper, u sed 
to cu t his hair once a month, and she 
had instru ctions to save the hair and 
pu t it in a m attress, as “it was a pity 
to waste it,” and when Mr. Du nlap’s 
frock coat showed signs of wear she 
cu t off its tails and converted It into 
a jacket. For the last eight years of 
his life the odd man lived entirely in 
the back room of 
his 
hou se, and 
spent his time in drinking whiskey 
and champagne, his one extravagance, 
of which he wou ld 
often 
consu me 
five bottles in a single day. 
A similar eccentric wms George T. 
Cline, of Chicago, who left over £ 1,- 
09 0,000 at his death a short Gmo ago. 
After the world’s fair Mr. Clino pu r­ 
chased a hotel of seventy-flve rooms 
and lived there alone 
in 
a single 
room, occu pying his time in playing 
a violin. 
For days together not a 
glimpse of him was seen, and then 
he wou ld repair to a cheap 
restau ­ 
rant and cat a meal which cost him 
five pence, and for which he provid­ 
ed the tea. He allowed 
himself 
12 
shillings a month for food, and, aside 
from his beloved violin, 
fou nd 
his 
principal pleasu re • in 
seeking 
ou t 
Irishmen with rich brogu es and bu y­ 
ing food and liqu or for them to hear 
them talk. 
In a tiny, creopor-covered hu t on 
the side of a mou ntain in Pennsylva­ 
nia there is living today a member of 
one of the richest families in Amcri 
ca, a man repu ted to bo enormou sly 
wealthy. From year’s end to year’s 
end, this herm it of the hills spends 
his days alone; he does his own cook­ 
ing and hou sework; washes his own 
linen in a neighboring stream, catches 
his own trou t, shoots his own game, 
cu ltivates his owm vegetables, milks 
his goat and makes his own bread. 
Ho never receives or sends a letter, 
never sees a newspaper 
and 
holds 
no commu nication with 
the ou tside 
world, with the exception of an oc­ 
casional chat with a you ng 
farmer, 
who brings him flou r, eggs and meat 
once a week. 
Another millionaire hermit who a 
very ftw years ago died in Moscow, 
was Mr. G. G. 
SolodovnikolT, 
who 
made a fortu ne 
variou sly estimated 
at from fou r to ten millions by col­ 
ossal specu lations on the bou rse. So 
many and varied were 
his 
invest­ 
ments that it was said the handling 
of cou pons alone gave employment to 
ten girls. And yet this lord of m il­ 
lions, who might have rivaled kings 
in the splendor of his palaces, lived 
for years in a 
tu rabled-down, 
two- 
story cottage, su rrou nded by sordid 
and rotting fu rnitu re. For weeks to­ 
gether he never pu t his head ou tside 
his door, and he spent half his time 
in his dressing gown. When his wBl 
was opened It was fou nd that he had 
left the whole of his stu pendou s for­ 
tu ne to philanthropic pu rposes, from 
bu ilding schools fer girls to providing 
cheap 
lodgings 
for 
the 
working 
classes. 
St. Petersbu rg recently 
lost 
her 
most remarkable 
character 
in 
the 
person of a millionaire cou nt, who 
in spite of his immense wealth, livad 
a life of the most sordid poverty and 
self-denial. 
His 
figu re, 
clothed 
in 
rags, was a familiar spectacle in the 
streets of St. Petersbu rg, and many 
a sympathetic passerby pressed alms 
into the hands of 
the 
man whose 
daily income was 
estimated 
at 
a 
thou sand nou nds.
